It will be noted that gross revenues show and increase of 60.6 per cent compared with previous year, and expenses show 
an increase of 27.5 per cent.

CROSS TIES: 

There were 824 cross ties used in building new sidings and industrial tracks. 

There were 29,190 cross ties used in the repairs to main tracks. 

There were 4,810 cross ties and 16 setF of switch ties used in repairs to side tracks. 

Cross ties used in new work and replacements, 34,824 an average of 303 ties per miles. Average cost per tie, 1.44. 


BALLAST: 

There were 28,253 cu. yds. of crushed stone and gravel ballast used in maintenance and betterments of tracks, an in¬ 
crease of 17,911 cu. yd. as compared with previous year. 
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BRIDGES, TRESTLES AND CULVERTS: 

There were 9 trestles, 1515 lineal feet, repaired, consuming 32,516 feet board measure of lumber. 
There are no timber trestles under the main track. 

No timber culverts were repaired during the year. 


DEPOTS AND BUILDINGS: 

All buildings and platforms were fully maintained, consuming 40,210 feet board measure of lumber. 


MAINTENANCE OF EQUIPMENT 

Maintenance of equipment expenses, 10.52 per cent of the total operating revenues and 18.13 per cent of the total operating 
expenses, increased $57,716.47, or 15.9 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs per locomotive, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $10,354.89, an increase of $2,585.59, 
or 33.2 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs of locomotives per mile run, excluding depreciation and retirements, was 23.55 cents as against 
21.82 cents the preceding year, an increase of 7.9 per cent. 

The cost of repairs per passenger train car, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $1,969.08, an inecrease of $195.14, 
or 11.0 per cent. 


CONDITION OF EQUIPMENT: 

The following repairs were made to equipment during the year, as compared with the preceding year: 
Locomotives:

Passenger Cars: 

Number throughly overhauled, painted and varnished 22, as compared with 14 last year. 

Number given light repairs 161, as compared with 159 last year. 

Freight Cars: 

Number given heavy repairs 71, as compared with 112 last year. 

Number given light repairs 485, as compared with 409 last year. 

TRAFFIC EXPENSES 

Traffic expenses, 2.79 per cent of the total operating revenues and 4.81 per cent of the total operating expenses, increased 
$3,150.11, or 2.9 per cent. 


TRANSPORTATION EXPENSES 

Transportation expenses, 31.00 per cent of the total operating revenues and 53.44 per cent of the total operating expenses 
increased $276,885.06, or 28.7 per cent. 


GENERAL EXPENSES 

General expenses, 2.39 per cent of the total operating revenues and 4.13 per cent of the total operating expenses, increased 
$5,342.24, or 5.9 per cent. 


ADDITIONS AND BETTERMENTS 

The net changes in property account during the year, as reflected by Statement No. 6, were as follows:

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INDUSTRIAL AND AGRICULTURAL 

There was one new industrial enterprise established during the year 1942 in the territory served by the Atlanta and West 
Point Rail Road Company, classified as follows: 

General Storage Warehouse..International Harvester Co...New Plant...Oakland City, Ga. 

The vast increase in industrial employment income, government purchases, lend-lease and consumer demand of agricul¬ 
tural products were accompanied by a large increase in farm production. Prices received by farmers advanced 15% over pre¬ 
vious year and prices paid were relatively higher. Value of all crops increased 45% over 1941. 

COTTON-COTTONSEED: Production of cotton and cottonseed increased 38%, value of lint 44%, seed 31%, and com¬ 
bined value of lint and seed 44% over 1941. Yield was 240 pounds per acre, compared with ten year average of 219 pounds. Cot¬ 
ton consumed by mills in Georgia exceeded previous year all time record 10% as compared with 8% for the nation. Growing 
conditions were exceptionally favorable and weevil damage small. 

FOOD AND FEED CROPS: Production of all food and feed crops increased over previous year due to favorable seasons, 
soil fertility, and intensive cultivation. Soil improvement crops and pasturage made large gains. 

LIVE STOCK: There was marked improvement in quality, production and value of beef, dairy herds, mules, swine and 
poultry throughout the territory. Unusual demand and high price levels indicate continued expansion of the live stock 
industry. 

PEACHES: A decrease of 13% in production of peaches was accompanied by an increase of 120% in value, as compared 
with 1941. Improved quality and prices due to U. S. Marketing Agreement establishing high standards for shipped fruit. Large 
quantities of peaches were canned and consumed by local markets. Unit price $1.75 a bushel, compared with 80* a bushel 
the previous year. 

While the farm plant is in fair condition, labor, fertilizers, and farm machinery shortages are evident, indicating a serious 
decrease in production of food and feed crops unless Government relief is given the farmer. 

GENERAL 

Your property has been fully maintained and is in splended operating condition. 

An examination of the accounts of the company has been made by Messrs. Haskins & Sells, Certified Public Accountants, 
whose certificate appears in this report.
